Mrs. Sydmey Brewster 
were found shot dead in their home, 
near Glen. Head, last night, were of

er and suicide. 

Investigations of ‘the tragedy. were in 
progress all day, first at the office of 
Coroner Philip Huntington at Glen 
Cove and. then at the office of District 
Attorney Elvin N. Edwards in the 
Court House at Mineola. After receiv- 
ing reports from his detectives, from 
‘the surgeon attached to his office and 
from members of Mr. and Mrs. Brew- 
stér’s. families: the District Attorney 
said this afternoon: 

at § convinced from the evidence 

we on‘ hand that Mr. Brewster 
killed ‘his wife and then himself.” 
Ae “admitted. that further ‘evidence 
might ‘change his’ conclusions. He 
and the police were inclined to dis- 
count stories that disputes over money 
matters led to the shooting. From 
their investigations they believe both 
Mr. and Mrs. Brewster were of high- 
strung, impetuous dispositions, «and 


led to stormy scenes. 
Bodies’ Found by the Butler. 


The young ‘couple, both members of 
prominent farhilies in New York and 
on Long Island, were found dead in a 
bedroom on the second floor of their 
home a few minutes after 7 o’clock 
last night. Their bodies were discov- 
ered by Joseph Foussier, a French 
butler. He went to the room on hear- 
ing the insistent ringing of the tele- 

phone. 

The telephone call was from -Mrs. 
Samuel D. Brewster, mother of the 
young man. She had taken tea at the 
home of her son and daughter-in-law 
at 5 o’clock. It was then planned, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Brewster; for ‘the 
couple to drive over to her ho:ae for 
dinner. When they did not arrive at 
the appointed time she telephoned. 

Foussiér found the two bodies on; the 
floor, with .a .45-calibre army type 


;|, automatic pistol lying between them. 


The wounds on their bodies indicated 
that: the pistol had been ‘held about 
two feet from the woman when fired. 
It had been held tightly against the 
chest of the man. The police were in- 
terested in noting that the revolver 
was found lying nearer Mrs. Brewster’s 
body than her husband’s. Powder 
burns were on the lapel of Brewster's 
coat and around the bullet wound in 
Mrs. ‘Brewster's breast. - 


Former Servants Sought. 


District Attorney Edwards is trying 
to discover the whereabouts of three 
Japanese servants who were replaced 
by. Foussier; thé Frenchman, and 
Henry -Meyer, a German gardener, 
three weeks ago. Mr. Edwards said 
he had not entirely eliminated the 
possibility: that: some third person’ en- 
tered the room and fired the shots, 
although, he said, such a possibility 


|} was remote. 


From servants and others the Dis- 
trict Attorney learned that the young 
éouple- had quarreled frequently. A 
short time before the shooting Mrs. 
Brewster had been overheard telephon- 
ing to her mother, Mrs. Tracy Lyon, 
at 155 East Seventy-third Street, New 
York, complaining that she had been 
beaten by her husband and that aha 
intended to spend the night with her 
mother. There were no marks of vio- 
lence other than the bullet -wound on 
her body.

Treasury the Next Problem. 


Along with his program of economy

ment of short term loans. When the 
days of maturity for these obligations 
come, and they are always on the,hori- 
zon of every Finance Minister}. the 
Treasury passes within the control of 
the Bank of France to an extent to 
which M. Caillaux, with his passionate 
attachment to State supremacy, is bit- 
terly opposed. 

Before. he was driven from. the 
Treasury last October by his own party 
anda combination of financial inter-, 
ests, he had evolved a scheme of what 
is called. ‘“‘plafond unique,” that is to 
say, a scheme by which the easury 
will have the right..to increase circu- 
lation to exactly the same extent as it 
is called on to redeem short-term loans. 
The combined totals’ of the present 
circulation and of the bonds must 
never be exceeded, but under this 
scheme ‘the Treasury will have the 
right to print non-interest bank notes 
at any time to meet the redemption of 
interest-bearing bonds. © 

Coupled with a system of economy 
and the scheme for. the debt consoli- 
dation, such’as M. Caillaux is believed 
to have in mind, that proposal is not 
so dangerous as it may at first sight 
appear, and with him controlling it, 
is not likely to be abused-and will give 
the treasury a breathing space. which 
it sorely needs. 

If it is not adopted, then a new in- 
crease in circulation will have to be 
voted and the old system will repeat 
itself. 

All political interest now is turned 
on the kind of a majority the new 
Cabinet will have. 

The: Socialists may be expected to 
oppose it. The Radicals, whose leader 
is Edouard ‘Herriot, who today re- 
fused to come in, will be luke warm 
and probably divided, just as they 
were toward the last Cabinet.

NEW CATHEDRAL PLANNED 


‘Announcement That $2,500,000 
Fund Is Nearly Raised for Great 
Sanctuary in Liverpool.

CHICAGO, IL, June 23.~Converts to 
the Catholic faith in England are num- 
bered by the thousands, and a closer 

“union between the Church of England 
and the Catholic Church.is on its way, 
the Most Rev. Frederick William Keat- 
ang,-Archbishop df-Liverpoo] and sec- 
“ond ranking Catholic prelate in Eng- 
land, declared in an interview today. 

Many leaders in the English church 
are already advocating the use of the 
Catholic forms, he said. 

“Despite the fact that these leaders 
¢€all themselves Anglo-Catholics,’” he 
declared, ‘‘and their actions result in 
@ closer union between the Anglican 
and Catholic churehes, I do net think 
there ever will be a complete submis- 
gion to the authority of Rome. 

“The Anglo-Catholics are called the 
high church party by the Church of 
England, believe in confessions of sins 
and in absolution as well as in the 
practice of, praying for the dying and 
the dead. 

‘They are the real leaders of. the 
Church of England and I believe it 
will only be “a matter of years until 
ell of its members follow. their ex- 
ample. Nevertheless, I think they 
atill ‘will. adhere to the rule of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. However, 
I know that the Holy See at Rome is 
glad to see a partial return toe the 
principles. 

“The Catholic Church is making 

‘great strides in England. We are go- 
ing to have a great seminary and we 
already have a good part of $2,500,000 
which will be used for the erection 
of @ new cathedral in Liverpool, which 
will rival any church in-the world and 
which will be built by Sir Giles Scoté, 
himself a Catholic, who is at present 
working on the new Anglican Cathe- 
dra}, admitted to be one of the great- 
‘st architectural triumphs of the age. 

“In addition, we can count the num- 
ber of Catholic converts in England 
by the thousands.”

Just as earlier gatherings—those on 
“children’s day,” the gathering -de- 
voted exclusively to women and that 
deyoted to men—exceeded all previous 
records for attendance at religious 
services, so the meeting tOday repre- 
sented the largest number of students 
ever brought together for the purpose 
of worship. It.was also more colorful 
than the larger gatherings of yester- 
day and the day before, with the 
young people, boys and girls. from 
seventy-six educational institutions in 
the. Chicago archdiocese and from ten 
outgide all attired in distinctive cos- 
tumes. , One section of the quarter- 
mile-long floor of the arena was a 
milion hats of red with the broad ver- 
million hats of the girls of Immacu- 
late High.

“The classic type of the most blessed 
eucharist was the food from heaven 
with which God fed the Israelites 
during the forty years of their journey 
through the Desert of Arabia on their 
way out of the Promised Land. 

“Every morning, excepting the Sab-* 
bath, it fell from the sky upon the 
dew im gufficient quantities to.feed the 
chosen people. It was white as the 
seed coriander, sweet as honey in 
the mouth and of singular power to 
nourish and preserve. 

“When the Children of Israel first 
saw it spread like hoarfrost over the 
sand, they exclaimed one to the other, 
‘Manna,’ which means, ‘What fs this?’ 

The same question ig asked outside the 
Catholic Church concerning the blessed 
eucharist: What is it? How can it 
be possible? How can this man give 
us his fiesh to eat? 

“The doctrine of transubstantiation 
seemed to Lord MatAuley sg unbeliev- 
able that unless Sir Thomas Moore, 
a man of eminént talents and blame- 
less life; had held it, he could not 
fancy how any enlightened mind ⸗eu 
honestly assent to it. 

“This was said by MacAuley in the 
spirit of rationalism, which sets up 
unaided reason as sole arbiter of truth. 

“But, if the real presence of our’ 
Lord in the blessed sacrament is to 
be denfed because the human intellect 
cannot grasp it; all mys » natural 
and supernatural, will have to. be re- 
jected. The mind cannot fathom the 
mystery of the blessed trinity, nor 
the mystery of the incarnation, nor 
the resurrection of our Saviour from 
the dead. Are these truths, therefore, 
to be discarded as contrary to reason? 
However, in the natural order, in 
things that fall wtihin the ken of our 
—— and within the range of our 
bxpectations, there are mysteries which 
we may not deny. 


Points to Mysteries of Nature. 

“Ail about-us behold the manifesta- | © 
tions of life in growth and! motion.

“Liberty stands more than ever in 
need of its traditional defender,” he 
told his audience. ‘‘In Europe one dem- 
ocratic institution after another is 
tumbling under the hammer of force.”’ 
After declaring that the, present Brit- 
ish Government is quité ready to de- 
fend liberty when it is, menaced by 
communism, the ex-Premier added that 
communism was by no means liberty’s 
greatest foe. Those now governing 
England, he said, are descendants of 
those who fought against liberty.

Union Stands by Its Definition of 
Free Speech—It Refuses to 
Submit Advance Copies.

The Board of Education rejected yes- 
terday afternoon the latest application 
of the American Civil Liberties Union 
to use the Stuyvesant High School on 


June 30 for a free speech rally. Su- 
perintendent of Schools Dr. William 
J. O’Shea said that the schools would 
be barred to the Liberties Union until 
it complied with the requirements, 
which included a repudiation of its 
definition of free speech. 

The matter came before the board 
in a communication from Dr. O’Shea. 
“I have no information,’ he wrote, 
“that would change the recommenda- 
tion I made in connection with the 
first application of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, and therefore recom- 
mend that the second application under 
date of June 1, 1926, be denied.” 4 

The recommendation was based on 
a@ second report made to him by 
Eugene C. Gibney, director of exten- 
sion activities. 


Union Attacks Gibney Report. 


Representatives of the Liberties 
Union were in the hall until the meet- 
ing got under way. They gave out 


copies of a letter the union had sent 
to President George J. Ryan of the 
Board of Education. This letter said 
that Mr. Gibney’s report ‘‘grossly mis- 
represents and misinterprets the posi- 
tion of the union and displays a total 
ignorance of the first principles of the 
American doctrines of free speech and 
civil liberty.” 

According to Miss Lucille B. Milner, 
Field Secretary of the union, comply- 
ing with the requirements of the Board 
of Education meant repudiating the 
definition of free speech as adopted by 
the national organization in 1920; dis- 
playing the American flag prominently 
on the stage and opening the meeting 
with the singing of ‘‘The Star Spangled 
Banner;” submitting copies of all 
speeches to be made to Mr. Gibney a 
week in advance of the meeting.

MOTTA REVEALS MENACE 


Says Italiane Employed by the 
League Broke Up Meeting In 
Honor of Matteottl.

GENEVA, June 23.--The Italian Gov- 
ernment recently informed the Swiss 
Government that it would cease active 
participation in the League of Nations 
if anti-Fascist meetings were permitted 
in Geneva. : 

‘This startling diplomatic declaration 
was made public today by Foreign 
Minister Motta in the Swiss Federal 
Council, in replying to an interpellation 
by @ Socialist Deputy on the recent in- 
tervention ‘of a group of Italian Fas- 
cists at a Socialist mass meeting held 
in honor of Matteoti. 

The Swiss Government, M. Motta in- 
dicated, is making every effort to con- 
ciliate the Italians, but Switzerland is 
holding firm to her dignity as a sov- 
ereign State. 

While informing the Italian Govern- 
ment that she would make every effort 
to prevent any- incidents that would 
disturb any peace delegate at the 
League, and annoying to foreign gov- 
ernments, M. Motta pointed out can- 
didly that the Italian Fascists were 
entirely responsible for the recent 
fight by invading and interrupting the 
Socialist meeting. * 

The history of thé recent incident, 
as outlined by. M. Motta today, began 


*.. with a visit from the Italian Minister 


for the purpose of asking that the So- 
cialist meeting be forbidden, as it was 
irritating to Italian Fascists in Ge- 
neva, as well as to certain Italian 
delegates. 

Motta asked the Geneva authorities 
to forbid the meeting, but the Geneva 
State Council refused, declaring that 
such an action would cause more 
trouble and bad feeling than the meet- 
ing could possibly cause. 

© result was that some twenty 
Fascists entered the meeting in bloc, 
and ‘when a speaker..denounced. Mus- 
solini as a murderer, they commenced 
to cheer the Premier and tried to 
drown the speaker’s voice by beating 
canes on the floor. 

A fight started immediately, and po- 
lice ‘were forced to arrest twelve Fas- 
cists to save them from the -fury: of 
the crowd. Among the Italians ar | 
rested were two members of thé In- 
ternational. Labor, Bureau- and one 
member of the League staff, all of 
whom enjoy diplomatic immunity. 

The day following the incident Min- 
ister Garbasso called on M. Motta and 
informed him that he had learned of 
the incident with regret, especially as 
the Federal Council had not seen fit 
to intervene. 

He added that if such incidents were 
permitted to recur the royal Italian 
Government would find itself forced, 
- despite its wishes, .to refrain. from 
sending delegations to ~Geneva, be- 
cause such delegations could not ful- 
fill their tasks unless they were sur- 
rounded by an atmosphere of tran- 
quillity. 

M. Motta replied that the Federal 
Government was entirely blameless, 
and he asked the Italian Minister to 
explain to his Government that ‘the 
intervention of the Fascists at the 
meeting is looked upon by the Swiss 
as regrettably open to criticism be- 
—— it. furnished a pretext for trou- 

e.”"

SPAIN WILL NOT HELP 
THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Won't Join Any Commissions 
Until Its Policy on Council 
Seats Is Satisfactory. 


MADRID, June 23 (7).—Spain will do 
nothing to retard the progress of the 
League of Nations, but neither will 
she aid it by naming delegates to its 
special commissions, it is learned in 
official announcements. 

This’ attitude will be observed, it is 
officially declared, until it has been 
learned whether the policy of the 
League is to choose its Council mem- 
bers because of theif moral itmpor- 
——— because of their military 
str . * 

Besides setting forth her neutrality 
during the World’ War as justifying 
her aspiration ‘to a permanent post on 
the League Council. Spain feels that 
her connection with Latin America 
makes her position an important one. 


The Spanish‘ Foreign Minister, Sefior 
Yanguas, on-June 16 said that inas- 
much as ‘Spain had abandoned ’ hope 
of obtaining a permanent place on th 
League Council, she would not send a 
delegation to. the September meeting 
of the League. Assembly. 

The London Evening Standard’s po- 
litical corréspondent yesterday said, 
however, that there was a distinct hope 
that Spain’s threat to withdraw from 
the League would not be carried out, 
because. of recent communications 
with the Spanish Government. 


TO ACT ON-OUR ADHESION. 


Twelve Nations Accept League Invi- 
tation to World Court Parley. 


GENEVA, Switzerland, June 23 (4).— 
Twelve countries up-to date have ac- 
cepted the invitation of the Council of 
the League of Nations to discuss the 
American: reservations respecting ad- 
hesion to the World Court Interna- 
tional Conference at Geneva. They are 
Great Britain, Italy, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Holland, Finland, Greece; .Nor- 
way, Rumania, Czechoslovakia, Latvia 
and Belgium. 

No refusals have been received, but 
the United States has decided not to 
attend ,on the ground that it deems it 
uhnecessary to explain the American 
reservations and prefers to negotiate 
separately with the members of the 
court. Forty-eight States have adhered 
to the court protocol.

YBARNING FOR PEACE 


Dr. Risner, Good-Will Founda- 
tion Head, Addresses New 
Thought Alliance Delegates.

English General, French Diplomat 
and League Executive Are 
Working for Peace.

The Rev. Dr. Henry Clay Risner, 
head of the American Good-Will 
Foundation for Promoting Interna- 
tional Peace, speaking yesterday after- 
noon at the first “‘peace session” of the 
International New Thought Alliance in 
the Hotel Commodore, called both war 
and peace “habits of the mind,’ and 
quoted several European leaders as 
having made statements indicative of 
a turning of their minds toward peace. 
About. 2,000 delegates were present. 

Dr. Risner, who recently toured 
Europe in the interest of peace, said 
that General Wauchope, the English 
General of the Interallied Control in 
Berlin, had told him he did not intend. 


‘to fight again. Dr,.Risner continued: 


“General Wauchope, forgetting his 
war habit, asked me, ‘What good has 


[the war done, anyhow? to which I re- 


plied, ‘General, are you as anxious to 
fight as you were?’ ‘By Jove, you've 
got me,’ he chuckled; ‘I’m through 
with fighting.’ This means that he is 
doing what all people will have to do 
in. order to secure peace. The spirit 
of peace is causing him to outgrow the 
war habit. Peace.is a matter of growth 
and begins: not with England, Italy, 
Germany and France. It begins with 
every individual. 

“The business manager.of the League 
of Nations told me how he came to be 
where he was. He said: ‘I went 
through every bit of the war at the 
front. My everlasting conviction is that 
war is the most futile activity to 
which human beings can give them- 
selves, and I made up my mind that I 
would give the rest of my days toward 
trying to build peace.’. 

“Modern inventions and industry 
have forced the nations into intimacies 
they did not desire, but from which 
they can never retreat. The result 
must be either fervent good-will or 
intense hatred. Our great problem is 
to deal with social conditions. by knit- 
ting close bonds of sympathy, by meth- 
ods that unite the individual links of 
humanity, not by governments or 
diplomacies, but by sympathetic and 
tactful approaches to all peoples every- 
where. 

“The French Ambassador, now in 
Berlin, De Mergrie, who was consul to. 
the French Embassy. in America for a 
long time, said to me not long ago, I 
am a Christian. Many of my country~ 
mén may not agree with me, but we 
must be patient with these people 
(méaning, of course, the Germans). 
They have their. traditions and we 
have ours. They have made their mis- 
takes and we have made ours; and we 
must all suffer alike for our mistakes. 


We need patience with one another| 


and we need other people to under- 
stand us. America has t distance, 
the intelligence, the sincerity and is 
best prepared of any country in the 
world to understand Europe if she will 
only make the effort.”

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FREES MAN WHO WENT 
TO PRISON FOR WOMAN 


Cambridge Judge Learns That 
‘Alibi’ Would Have Compro- 
mised Wife of Another. : _ 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 23 (4).— 
A tale of. how a former gunman, now 
“going straight,” accepted a twelve- 
year sentence to protect the name of 
@ woman was unfolded in Middlesex 
Superior Court today. James Castel- 
ucci of Medford, the reformed hold-up 
man, was set free after he had served 
seven months for a crime he did not 
commit. 

Castelucej. went. to prison last No- 
vember for armed assault.on Harry F. 
White of Medford with ihtent to rob. 
In his trial Castelucci failed to call 
the one person who could have estab- 
lished his innocence, a married woman 
with whom he was out walking on the 
night of the crime. 

In a deposition after he was sen- 
tenced, Castelucei told of being with 
the woman, whom he would not name 
for. fear her husband would. wreak 
vengeance upon her. He pointed out 
that he was arrested on the scene of 
the crime fifteen minutes after it was 
committed, that he was an old-time 
hold-up man who had planned his rob- 
beries and would not take a chance 
with a lone and possibly penniless 
pedestrian and-that he would not be 
likely to linger a quarter of an hour 
on the scene. 

In proof that he was “going 
straight” he told how old cronies: had 
come to him after hig previous term 
in prison and asked him to aid in rob- 
bing a doctor, known to have money. 
Instead of helping, Castelucci said he 
warned the physician. 

Inv: on showed his deposition 
to be true. He had served a five-to- 
seven-year term for robbery. He held 
up a paymaster in a $3,500 robbery 
and hed gone to prison again for ten 
to twelve years, and after serving six 
and a half years had been paroled. 
The physician said Castelucci had 
warned a of the scheduled hold-up. 
and finally, the woman came forward 
voluntarily and told of being with 
Castelucci on the night of the robbery. 

The prisoner called into court 
today on a writ of habeas corpus. 
Judge Flynn, told of the investigation, 
said that in his opinion there was a 
strong probability that Castelucci was 
not guilty, and set aside the verdict.

. discussed treasury conditions, vas 
started in the two Houses of Congress 
today, and steps were immediately 
taken by administration spokesmen to 
head it off. 

Senator Copeland and Representative 
Jacobstein of New York, Democrats, 
offered identic bills in Senate and 
House authorizing a 25 per cent. re- 
fund of personal income taxes, the 
elimination of the ‘exi tax of 3 
per cent on automobiles, a repeal 
of the amusement taxes. 2 

A .bill also wag presented in the 
House by Representative Crisp of 
Georgia, Democratic. member: of the 
World War debt commission, provid- 
ing for a reduction of the corporation 
income tax from 13% per cent to 10 
per cent. , 

The three measures were introduced 
on theory, as explained by their re- 
spective authors, that tax cuts are 
justified in view of the estimate of -the 
_president that the treasury surplus on 

“June 30 of this year would approx- 

- imate $390,000,000. ; 

’ Representative Crisp took issue with 

_ the declaration of President Coolidge 
that the Treasury surplus on June 30, 
1927, would not exceed $185,000,000, too 
narrow. @ margin on which to base a 
further cut in taxes. -Mr. Crisp as- 
serted that in the last five years those 
in-authority had underestimated Treas- 
ury revenue by more’ than $1,000,000,- 
000. He expressed the opinion that 
the Treasury surplus on June 30, 1927, 
would far exceed $185,000,000, and this, 
he believed; would warrant Congress 
in cutting the corporation taxes. 

Warning by Chairman Green. 

Following the introduction of these 
bills a warning against any plan to 

‘reduce taxes was issued by Repre- 
sentative Green of Iowa, Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee, which 
originates all tax legislation consid- 
ered by Congress. Present’ discussions 
of tax reduction, he said, were “prema- 
ture.” He argued that Congress could 
not intelligently pass on the question 
until it was known definitely just what 
effect the new revenue law would 
have on Treksury receipts. 

Mr. Green stressed a statement by 
the President that a large part of the 
prospective surplus for the current 
year would be due to the collection of 
more than $300,000,000 in back taxes, 
which would yield in the fiscal year 
1927 not to exceed $100,000,000. He fur- 
ther pointed out that reductions in 
taxes to take effect in the next. fiscal 
year would reduce the Treasury yield 
by about $200,000,000, depending some- 
what upon the state of business. He 
declared that the condition of the 
Treasury at the end of the fiscal year 
1927 could not be forecast wtih cer- 
tainty for some time to come, For 
these reasons,.he asserted, it was idle 
to.make plans now for another revision 
of the tax laws, ; 

_ Administration officials concur in 
the view ressed by Chairman Green 
that it will not be possible until .at 
least six months.of ithe new fiscal year 
have passed to determine whether the 
President would be justified in recom- 
igen. another revision of the tax 
laws. Present indications are that the 
returns from corporation: taxes will be 
heavy in the next two quarters, and it 
is possible that a sum may be realized 
from this source that would run up the 
surplus for 1927 beyond the estimate 
of $185,000,000 figured by the President 
and his fiscal a . 

It seems to be agreed among Ad- 
ministration authorities that when the 
tax law is again overhauled substantial 
reductions should be made in the cor- 
poration levies as advocated by Repre- 
sentative Crisp. They are not prepared 
to speculate at this time as to the ad- 
visability of making a refund to indi- 
vidual income taxpayers as recom- 
mended ‘by Senator Copeland and Rep- 
resentative Jacobstein, but if any tax 
reduction is enacted in the December 
session it probably will be accém- 
plished in that manner, and consider- 
ation of rate changes put off until 1928. 


Smoot Replies to Copeland. 


Senator Copeland brought up the 
tax question ‘in a speech in thé Sén- 
ate. Referring to a statement attrib- 
uted to Under-Secretary Winston of 
the Treasury that the surplus on June 
30 next would be nearly

WELLS-EVANS PLANE 
STOPPED IN COLOGNE 


Delay of Globe Racers May Create 
Franco-German “Incident” — 
Halt Again in Magdeburg.

PARIS, June 23.—Linton Wells and 
Edward Evans have been delayed 
again, this time in Germany, in their 
attempt to go around the world in 
twenty-eight days. 

The special airplane that was to have 
taken them from Cherbourg to Paris 
having smashed a wing, ‘as reported 
yesterday; they were forced to travel 
by train to get a fresh plane. 

Their second expertence, according to 
@ message from Berlin, is important 
because it may cause an international 
incident between France and Germany. 

Under the new agreement, commer- 
cial flying is now permissiblé between 
the two countries. The surprise here, 
‘therefore, was great today when it was 
learned this morning that the special 
plane the Americans chartered from 


the Air Union of Paris was seized in 
Cologne by German police and not al- 
lowed to proceed to Berlin. 

Wells and Evans were able to obtain 
a German plane, but telegrams re- 
ceived in Paris state that their pilot 
landed in Magdeburg. because he 
feared .to continue by night. The

.WASHINGTON, June 23.—The Peru- 
vian viewpoint in the Tacna-Arica con- 
troversy was made public by the Pe- 
ruvian Embassy here today in the let- 
ter from Cesar Elguera, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs of Peru, in reply to a 
similar’ letter recently given out by the 


Chilean Embassy here. 

Foreign Minister Elguera charged 
that “more than 4,000’ of the Chilean 
registrations made during the plebisci- 
proceedings in Arica “are fraudu- 
lent,””’ and that these registrations 
“have made a mockery of more than 
9,000 Peruvians with the indisputable 
right to vote in the plebiscite because 
‘of their nativity.’ 

He further alleged that more than 
1,000 Peruvians were victims of Chilean 
intimidation, and promised that the 
names of these persons and the details 
will be published as soon as the con- 
ditions in connection with the arbitra- 
tion permit. ‘ 


Text of Peruvian Letter. 


The Peruvian letter, in part, follows: 
‘The difficulties encountered in the 
plebiscitary’ process of Tacna and 
Arica were not of a nature analogous 
to those which appeared in other ple- 
biscites, because in none of these 
plebiscites was there confided in the 
rectitude and honor of one of the par- 
ties interested the administration .of 
the territory whose fate had to be 


decided. 

“That Gove ent [Chile] knows 
well that, afte? the regulations had 
been. dictated, the Plebiscitary Com- 
mission permitted the registration to 
commence, notwithstanding the fact 
that the President of the commission 
had declared that none of the guaran- 
tees which the commission .considered 
necessary and which were promulgated 
for*the freedom and ‘hhonesty of the

He 
started by holing a ten-footer and at 
the second a forty-footer was safely 
cupped.

Hagen was a late starter and took 
three hours to go around.

Condeéscension is today more to for- 
eigners than from them. A lot of it 
is being exported by America. © Just 
at the moment it.is directed mainly to 
France. She is in the mifdst of a 
struggle to make her disordered cur- 
rency sound, and Americans do not 
geem to know whether. to pity her 
more or to patronize her.

Gatineau Company/ Gets a Large

The Gatineau Power Company, which 
was organized by the International 
Paper Company to develop power sites 
in Canada, announced yesterday the 
terms of its contract for the sale of 
energy to the Hydro-Electric Commis- 
sion of Ontario.

Sixty engineers, sanitation experts, 
Health Commissioners and other offi- 
cials of New .York and nearby cities 
and townz, concerned with the prob- 
lem of sewage disposal and purity cf 
streams, visited three of the c.ty’s 
plants for sewage treatment. yester- 
day afterncon as guests uf the Sani- 
tation Corporation of 165 Broadway, 
which tuznished the eqa.pment used 
in most of the plants operated by the 
ciry.. She problems of Quis were 
considered primarily, although che 
Dyckman Street. plant, which has been 
operating eight years ana uses sore 
of the fi:sc mechinery uc ite kind, 
was also visited... Representatives. of 
New York, New Jersey and Connecti- 
cut watched the city meet its problem 
while a heavy rain increased the flow 
of sewage. 

Most of the interest centred in the 
plant at Jamaica, the largest of its 
type in the world, which will be placed 
in operation on Sept. 1. It is being 
erected by the Awixa Corporation at 
a cost of $1,700,000 and will be capable 
of cleansing a daily flow of 80,000,000 
gallons of sewage from Jamaica, 
Queens village and adjacent sections. 
Yesterday was the first anniversary 
of the beginning of the work. Most 
of the machinery has been installed 
and an eighty-five-foot concrete caisson 
has been sunk sixty-five feet into the 
ground, or below the.water level. 

William J. Dolier, President of the 
Sanitation Foundation, explained the 
operation of the various plants and 
showed the constant improvement that 
had been effected in sewage treatment 
from the Dyckman Street plant to the 
North Shore plant, where sewage from 
the Corona and Jackson Heights 
neighborhoods ‘is treated, and then to 
the latest methods at Jamaica, whose 
sewage problems will. be solved until 
1950 by the plant now under construc- 
tion. It is believed resumption of the 
oyster industry in Jamaica Bay will 
be made possible, as a resumption of 
swimming in the Hudson was made

As to the purposes of the revived or- 
ganization, Mr. Schley. said last night:

Mr. Schley was asked whether there 
had been any special factor in the Rus- 
sian situation which had led a group 
of representative’ American business 
men to suddenly hecome interested-in 
trade relations.

No Policy on Recognition. 
“No, but there has been a gradual 
development in Russia over a period 
of years which was taken. into con- 


sideration. As far as recognition. is 
concerned the Chamber has not adopt- 
ed any, policy, and as I said we are 
not interested, as we intend to keep 
out of politics.
